Independent Thought 


A majority of the selectmen Monday night voted to re- 
ject a request of a federal agency that some town funds 
be used to accommodate a second federal agency. 

In these days when there is a Strong feeling that ‘‘big 
government”’ is too big, that took a lot of courage. 

The issue at hand was a request from the U. S. General 
Services Administration that the new sewer being installed 
on Lowell st, as a federally-aided project, be extended an 
additional 500 feet so that the new Internal Revenue Ser- 
vices Center could use the service. 

The new IRS facility is being financed by the federal 
government and will not add to Andover’s tax base since 
it will be tax exempt. 

This is in contrast to some federal building projects 
which are erected by private funds and then leased to the 
government. In this way, the community in which the 
building is located benefits from additional taxable pro- 
perty. The new ‘Lawrence post office is such an arrange- 
ment, and the city will collect substantial taxes. 

The board of selectmen had received an estimate that 
the 500 foot extension would cost $17,500. If the addition- 
al pipe was laid by the present contractor and under the 
terms of the federal grant, one half of the sum would be 
paid by Uncle Sam. However; the town would have to pay 
half, also, and that amounted to $8,750. 

Selectman William Stewart didn’t hesitate a minute in 
saying he felt his first obligation was to Andover’s tax- 
payers. If there was going to be an expenditure of $8,750, 
he favored using it as part of the appropriation for ex- 
panding the sewer pumping station. He suggested that the 
GSA and the IRS were well able to finance their own sewer 
extension and bring it from the opposite direction to tie 
into the town system. 

There was considerable difference of opinion among 
the members of the board, but when the final vote was 
taken, the little Town of Andover had told the federal 
government ‘‘no deal.”’ 


A Guide For Action 


The gravel pit operation code adopted by the selectmen 
Monday night is a stiff one, but one that had to come. 

The document is the brain child of many town officials 
who have spent long hours on discussion, inspection and 
obtaining the views of hundreds of townspeople over a 
long period. 

In adopting the new regulations, the selectmen did so 
without a dissenting vote. This is understandable since 
the selectmen have sat patiently for many hours listening 
to the complaints of residents demanding correction of the 
existing conditions. 

Complaints most frequently heard were of overloaded 
and speeding trucks passing over the town’s streets to and 
from the loading and unloading points; the noise of the 
operations at the pits; and the conditions left when a site 
had been worked out. 

Provision is made in the new code for the control of 
conditions leading to these complaints. There will be a 
gravel pit inspector whose duty it will be to enforce the 


rules, 

Hearings are scheduled later in the month on applica- 
tions for permit renewals. Those seeking permits will 
have had time to study and become familiar with the new 
regulations. They will know in advance what the town 
expects of them and in signing the application will agree 
to abide by the code, 

Not a few residents of the town wanted an end to all 
gravel pit operations. Others felt that this was too ex- 
treme, and were of the opinion that with a stiff code of 


operation a necessary evil could be brought under control. 


Board Chairman Philip K. Allen pointed out Monday 
night that amendments and revisions may be made from 
time to time as the need arises, 

The public hearings on the permit renewals will provide 
an occasion for those with opposing views to express 
their opinions. 

More debate over gravel pits and their operation is 
certain to come. At least a start has been made to reach 
some agreement among the parties concerned.
